The persons who composed that convention (some 400 
individuals) were men delegated by bodies of great moral 
weight and influence in every quarter of l he globe, to repre¬ 
sent their enlightened and benevolent opinions in that a.s- 


devotion to the cause of civil, personal, and religious liber¬ 
ty, and the boldness of their maintenance of the interests of 
humanity wherever they were assailed. 

The illustrious man who signed that address, the venera¬ 
ble Clarkson, one whose name is familiar to men’s ears iu 
Europe and America as that of an old and faithful friend of 
the good cause of justice and humanity, is now an aged 
man, full of years, whom the people of his own country re¬ 
vere and honor, and whose title to the best of all renown is 
based on the bloodless triumphs of benevolence, on the he¬ 
roism of his patience and his perseverance in this cause, and 
the singleness of purpose ami simplicity of heart with which 
he has labored iu its service for upwards of fifty years. 

The signiug of this paper on the par: of the venerable 
man, whose earthly career is now fast drawing to its close, 
is probably the last public act of his long and useful life : 
and, subscribed as it is to the expression of sentiments of i 
respect and gratitude for your highness, it may surely be 
said, without disparagement to the loftiest station or the
